PARIS, June 18 (UP)—The Big 
Four foreign ministers hit the 
first snag of their new conference 
today when they failed to resolve 
their differences on Italian repara- 
tions in a session lasting two hours 
and 20 minutes. 

Russia’s claim of $100,000,000 in 


reparations for itself and $200,000,- 
000 for Yugoslavia, Greece and 
Albania was the bone of conten- 
tion which brought the first dis- 
sension to the resumed conference. 
A spirit of amity had abounded 
in two preliminary sessions with 
Soviet Foreign Minister’ V. M. 
Molotov showing a _ conciliatory 
attitude. ; 

Russia Accepts 

British Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin tried to break the 
deadlock, the first big dispute of 
the newly resumed conference, by 
suggesting that the large powers 
drop all reparations claims in 
favor of smaller nations which 
suffered the most. Molotov op- 
posed this, contending that Italy 
had done great damage in Russia 
and the Soviets could not over- 
look it. 
| Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes proposed that the entire 
problem be referred to a Euro- 
pean peace conference. Molotov 
rejected this suggestion, too. 

Molotov finally agreed to ac- 
cept the liners Saturnia and Vul- 
cania as partial reparations. He 
accepted an invitation by the for- 
eign ministers’ deputies to send 
a Soviet commission to determine 
their value. 

The ministers dropped the sub- 
ject of reparations, and tomorrow 
will turn to the subject of what 
restitution, if any, is to be made 
for Allied property seized by 
Italy. It was not clear imme- 
diately wN@ther and when the 
miristers would return to the 
questions of reparations. 

Delegates said there was some 
“fairly frank” talk by both sides 
today, and the previous air of 
cordiality had worn off to a large 
extent. 

In addition to reparations, the 
ministers still have ahead of them 
the issue of Trieste, which 
Byrnes considers the crux of the 
Italian treaty. 

Minor Issues Agreed On 

Yesterday Molotov yielded sev- 
eral times when he found himself 
outvoted by the three Western 
powers on relatively uncontrover- 
sial economic questions pertaining 
to the Italian treaty. Afterward 
he drank champagne and chatted 
with Byrnes, Bevin and French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault. 

The only hitch yesterday arose 
over compensation for United Na- 
tions property seized or damaged 
inside Italy during the war. The 
subject was set aside for study.

Most Families Must De- 
pend on Current Wages 
and Credit to Buy, 
Survey Shows.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
The great mass of American con- 
sumers will have to rely on cur- 
rent earnings and credit to fi- 
nance the heavy postwar buying 
they plan, a federal survey indi- 
cated today. 

The study, made by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics for the 
Federal Reserve Board, presented 
this picture: 

Two out of every five families 
have, on the average, only $40 
each saved in such quickly cash- 
able assets at savings bonds, other 
securities and bank deposits... 

This group, although accounting 
for 40 per cent of the country’s 
families, came out of the war 
years with only 1 per cent of all 
such assets in the country. 

The next 30 per cent of the 
families, occupying the middle 
ground on the national scale, ac- 
counted for an additional 11% per 
cent of the ready assets. 

30 Pct. Have Bulk of Assets. 

In contrast, the top 30 per cent 
of the nation’s families emerged 


holding 87% per cent of the quick | the 


assets, with each family credited 
with at least $1100. 

The topmost 10 per cent of this 
family segment represented 60 per 
cent of all such national assets, 
averaging $10,500 a family. 

A Federal Reserve official said 
the survey finding pointed to the 
following conclusions: 

1. The concentration of sav- 
ings in the hands of a small 
number of families makes them 
a considerably less important 
factor in financing consumer 
purchases than originally antici- 
pated. 

2. The mass of families, lack- 
ing substantial savings, must de- 
pend on current earnings to pay 
for food, clothing and other ordi- 
nary expenses of living. 

For the more expensive items, 
such as houses, automobiles, re- 
frigerators and the like, a major 
proportion of families therefore 
will have to resort to borrowing 
or installment-buying and other 
forms of credit,

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
Congressmen deadlocked on the 
teen-age draft issue looked today 
to a colleague en route to the 
atomic bomb tests for a solution. 

He is Representative Walter G. 
Andrews (Rep.), New York, a 
member of the deadlocked Senate- 
House conference committee as- 
signed the task of writing a com- 
promise bill to keep Selective 
Service alive after July 1. 

Andrews was reported to be 
somewhere in the Pacific yester- 
day when the conferees failed for 
a second time to reach agreement. 
At issue was whether and how 
to draft 18 and 19 year-olds, now 
exempt from induction under the 
expiring stop-gap extension act. 

Members said Andrews left be- 
hind a proxy vote calling for 
restoring these two age brackets 
to tne draft rolls without restric- 
tions, 

Yesterday’s voting behind closed 
doors was on two alternate pro- 
posals: 

1. House members of the com- 
mittee offered to provide for 
the induction of 19-year-olds and 
exempt those 18. The Senators 
rejected this, 4 to 3. 

2. By the same vote, the House 
members rejected a Senate sug- 
gestion to limit any draft of 
18-year-olds by a series of con- 
ditions. This is the vote An- 
drews could change by revising 
his proxy. 

Hence the conference session 
was recessed until Thursday to 
permit an exchange of messages 
between Washington and the Bi- 
kini-bound Andrews. 

Senators said their compromise 
offer provided: First, only volun- 
teers would be taken; second, men 
20 years and older would be used 
to fill any manpower shortages re- 
sulting from the voluntary sys- 
tem; third, 19-year-olds would be 
taken if the first two categories 
were short; finally, 18-year-olds 
would be inducted if all three 
steps failed to meet needs, but 
only if the President certified 

these needs and then only after 
Oct. 1 of this year. 

Both sides agreed there was 
slight chance that any 18-year-olds 
would be drafted, because by Oct. 
1 a large group of youths now 18 
will reach 19. Both sides predict- 
ed also that all other differences 
can be adjusted quickly. The con- 
ferees already have agreed that 
the draft will terminate next 
March 31, or nine months after 
the present July 1 deadline.

PRECAUTION SET UP

KWAJALEIN, June 18 (UP)—

U.S. TO ABSTAIN IN VOTE 
ON BRITISH PLAN ON SPAIN 


Gromyko Declines to Back Compromise Re- 
port to U.N., Prefers ‘Just’ Course 
to Majority Opinion.

NEW YORK, June 18 (AP) — 
Herschel V. Johnson, acting Unit- 
ed States delegate, told the United 
Nations Security Council today he 
would abstain from voting on a 
British proposal to send the Span- 
ish case to the General Assembly 
without recommendations, 

Johnson said that he might have 
been able to support the British 
proposal if it had been put for- 
ward before the United States 
committed itself by offering a 
compromise plan for disposing of 
the case in the Council. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, yesterday proposed that 
the report of a Council subcommit- 
tee, which investigated Spain and 
recommended an eventual collec- 
tive break in relations with Franco 
Spain, be sent to the General As- 
sembly without the recommenda- 
tions. 

Johnson, speaking when the 
Council resumed debate, said he 
had already made it clear he 
would back the United States 
compromise put forward by Dr. 
Herbert V. Evatt, of Australia. 
This would send the case to the 
Assembly with a recommendation 
either for a break in relations by 
the United Nations with Spain or 
whatever action the Assembly 
deems best at that time. 

Johnson said he felt that the 
Evatt resolution was the “most ap- 
propriate” action the Council could 
take. He was said to have had a 
large part in framing the compro- 
mise proposal now before the 


Council. 

Andrei A. Gromyoko, Soviet 
delegate, speaking for the first 
time since Evatt appealed to him 
yesterday to go along with the 
majority of the Council in support 
of the compromise plan, said he 
preferred-to follow a “just” course 
rather than the majority opinion. 
He asserted that the adoption of 
the Evatt resolution would have 
“no practical results.” 

Gromyko contended the coun- 
cil had ample authority to order 
a break in relations with Spain 


and that it was the council’s duty 
to act on the case instead of refer- 
ring it to the Assembly.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin,

disgrace.” 

“It is crying to high heaven 
for full exposure ... and imme 
diate correction,” Wiley said in 
testimony before a Senate Small 
Business committee, investigating 
surplus disposal. 

“It is my belief,” Wiley said, 
“that a worse scandal than Tea- 
pot Dome is involved in WAA’s 
flagrant violation of the law with 
respect to priorities for veterans 
. and educational institutions.” 
“These are no empty accusa- 
tions or unfounded generalities,” 
he asserted, adding that he had 
been corresponding with Lt. Gen. 
FE. B. Gregory, administrator of 
WAA concerning “WAA’s wretch- 
ed handling of the disposal of 
surplus electronics and communi- 
cation equipment.” 

“The substance,” Wiley contin- 
ued, “of my accusations against 
WAA can be summarized in one 
sentence. It is thjs: A commer- 
cial crowd has taken over WAA's 
electronics program and has ruth- 
lessly operated it in a manner 
harmful to the best interests of 
our country.” 

Gregory, who preceded Wiley 
as a witness, had acknowledged 
that he was “not altogether satis- 
fied” with certain phases of the 
disposal program and said that 
“necessary corrective steps” were 
being taken to speed up sales. 

Seeking to demonstrate that 
progress is being made, Gregory 
said surplus sales increased from 
$526,000,000 in March to $824,000,- 
000 in May. On sales of consum- 
er goods to veterans, the total 
jumped from $22,000,000 in March 
to $47,000,000 in May.

1,” on Leavenworth road south of 
the parade ground. 

Last week the FPHA announced 
that 250 housing units had been 
allocated to the county, but did 
not state where the units were io- 
cated.

10 SET UP STATE 
REVENUE AGENGY 


E. G. Armstrong of Kan- 
sas City Commerce 
Trust to Serve in Post 
for Six Months.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18— 
E. G,. Armstrong. Kansas City 
banker, was appointed by Gov. 
Donnelly late yesterday afternoon 
as comptroller of the new State 
Department of Revenue, effective 
July 1. He will set up and super- 
vise the important division of the 
budget and of the comptroller of 
the state’s new central collection 
and fiscal agency, created under 
the 1945 Constitution. 

The Governor said Armstrong, 
now comptroller of the Commerce 
Trust Co, of Kansas City, largest 
state bank in Missouri, was 
“drafted” for the appointment, for 
a period of six months. 


Armstrong was “borrowed” by 
agreement with Commerce Trust 
officers, the Governor said, after 
he.was unable to get a qualified 
man to accept an appointment for 
the two and one half years left 
of Donnelly’s administration. 

Donnelly’s Search for Man. 

Donnelly said that in seeking a 
man of extensive experience in 
big business, he had tried to obtain 
an appointee variously from a St. 
Louis bank, a railroad, and other 
large concerns without success. 
He said he arranged with James 
M. Kemper, president of the Com- 
merce Trust, to borrow Arm- 
strong. - 

Armstrong, 53 years old, has 
been with the Commerce 
Co, for 25 years, 12 years as comp- 
troller. Acceptance of the ap- 
pointment involved a financial 
sacrifice for Armstrong, the Gov- 
ernor said. Armstrong, here to- 
day, said his bank salary was 
“considerably in excess” of the 
$6000 a year the state post pays. 

Another appointment as comp- 
troller will be necessary at the 
end of the six-month period, Don- 
nelly said. 

Donnelly told reporters he did 
not know Armstrong’s politics. 
Armstrong later said he was a 
Democrat but had taken no active 
part in politics. 

Comptroller’s Duties. 

The comptroller will handle 
state disbursement transactions 
totaling between $125,000,000 and 
$150,000,000 annually. He will cer- 
tify approval of the incurring of 
all obligations for payment of 
state funds, pre-approve all claims 
and accounts against the state and 
certify them to the State Auditor 
for payment, and prepare for the 
Governor or Legislature, on re- 
quest, any financial data such as 
monthly or quarterly estimates of 
revenue and costs of current oper- 
ation of the state government. 

He also will keep the general 
accounting books of the State, aid 
the Director of Revenue in pre- 
paring estimates of revenue and 
expenditures of all state agencies, 
and aid the Governor in the prep- 
aration of the state budget, 
among other duties. 

The Governor expects to com- 
plete the organization of the new 
department in time for it to be- 
gin operation by July 1. He re- 
cently appointed M. E. Morris of 
Trenton, now State Finance Com- 
missioner, as Director of Revenue, 
and appointed G. Hubert Bates of 
Lexington, now State Sales Tax 
Supervisor in the department of 
State Auditor Forrest Smith, as 
State Revenue Collector, to head 
the Division of Collection.

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NAVY RAM JET MAY 
SHOOT MAIL ACROSS 
U. S. IN TWO HOURS 


FORT MILES, Del., June 18 
(UP)—Possible use of the Navy’s 
1500-mile-an-hour ram-jet to shoot 
mail across the continent in two 
hours was foreseen here today fol- 
lowing the first public demonstra- 
tions of the engine, 

The device soon will be equipped 
with wings and tail assembly and 
flown as a remotely controlled 
pilotiess aircraft. It then can be 
developed into a military air 
weapon able to deliver explosives 
over great distances. 

Dr. W. H. Goss, in charge of 
propulsion developments at Johns 
Hopkins University’s applied 
physics laboratory, acknowledged 
that at some remote date such a 
pilotless plane might have peace- 
time use as & mail carrier. Johns 
Hopkins led in development of 
the ram-jet under Navy contract. 

At a test range made here, the 
engine was launched with rockets 
and within one second attained a 
velocity of 1900 feet a second. Un- 
der its own power, it then reached 
about 2200 feet a second — 1500 
miles an hour or twice the speed 
of sound, 

Roaring through space, unseen 
by the naked eye, the “Flying 
Stovepipe” was tracked by radar, 
camera and telemeter. The small 
units launched here traveled only 
about five miles and could not be 
guided.

Not View Deal for Utah

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
Attorney General Tom Clark yes- 
terday approved the sale of the 
Government’s $200,000,000 steel 
plant at Geneva, Utah, to the 
United States Steel Corp. for $47,- 
500,000, 

“I do not view the sale, as such, 
of this property by the War As- 
sets Administration to the United 
States Steel Corp. as a violation 
of the anti-trust laws,” Clark said 
in a letter to Lt. Gen. E. B. Greg- 
ory, war assets administrator. 

“As the department has previ- 


ously stated in an opinion to you 
on a similar transaction, this ad- 
vice does not extend to the con- 
duct or the practices of the United 
States Steel Corp. in its use of the 
property, nor do I express herein 
an opinion concerning the legal- 
ity or illegality of any acts or 
practices in which the United 
States Steel Corp. or its sub- 
sidiaries may have engaged or 
may hereafter engage, either alone 
or with others.” 


Clark said, however, that the 
Justice Department “will con- 
tinue to study and evaluate the 
activities of the steel industry 
with a view to preventing, elim- 
inating or redressing any abuses 
contravening the anti-trust laws.”

PRICE INCREASE ALLOWED 
ON PASSENGER CAR TIRES 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today authorized an immedi- 
ate increase of 3.3 per cent in re- 
tail ceiling. prices for passenger 
car tires, 

The same percentage increase, 
granted to offset producers’ higher 
wage and materials costs, also was 
granted to manufacturers and 
wholesalers. It applies also to mo- 
torcycle tires. 

The new retail ceiling for the 
popular size 6.00-16 four-ply pas- 
senger tire, which OPA said repre- 
sents 70 per cent of all passenger 
tire sales, is $15.70 on a nation- 
wide basis. This is an increase of 
50 cents. 

The higher prices apply only to 
tires sold for replacement pur- 
poses. Last week OPA granted 
manufacturers an increase on tires 
for new Cars. Automobile ‘makers 
are not permitted to pass this on 
to the public in higher prices for 
cars. 

Under today’s order, manufac- 
turers’ and wholesalers’ ceilings 
for truck, bus and industrial re- 
placement tires are increased by 
the equivalent of 1.4 per cent of 
existing retail ceilings. Retail ceil- 
ings for these tires are not being 
changed.

AUSTIN, Tex., June 18 (AP)— 
Judge Roy Archer in district 
court yesterday issued a writ of 
mandamus ordering the University 
of Texas to admit Heman Marion 
Sweatt, Houston Negro, as a law 
student, but suspended the action 
for six months to allow the state 
to establish a Negro law school.

WHY HITLER BROKE 

WITH GOERING IN 
LAST DAYS OF WAR 

Fuehrer Received Word 


Marshal Had Dickered With 
Allies, New Book States. 


NEW YORK, June 18 (UP)— 
The decisive factor in Adolf Hit- 
ler’s break with Hermann Goer- 
ing was the receipt of documents 
by the harassed Fuehrer in his 


Berlin air raid bunker purporting 
to show that Goering had started 
peace negotiations with the Allies 
six months before the war's end, 
according to a book published to- 
day. 

Henry J. Taylor, war corre- 
spondent, in his book, “Men and 
Power,” says that Goering told 
him that Gen, Ritter von Griem, 
appointed by Hitler to succeed 
Goering as German air chief, gave 
this information to Goering’s 
chief of staff. 

As it appeared Berlin was 
doomed—and the Fuehrer with it— 
in April of 1945, Goering, in 
Berchtesgaden, had messaged Hit- 
ler, in his concrete and steel 
bunker, that he was ready to take 
over supreme power in the Reich 
in accordance with Hitler’s own 
1941 law providing that the 
Reichsmarshal was to be his suc- 
cessor. 

Von Griem was quoted by Goer- 
ing to Taylor as saying Hitler be- 
lieved the message to be an ulti- 
matum in an attempt to seize 
power. Von Griem added, accord- 
ing to Goering: 

“That alone was not as decisive 
as the fact that documents that 
the Fuehrer received showed that 
the Reichsmarshal was supposed 
to have started negotiations for 
peace with the enemy countries 
six months ago.” 

Taylor reports he asked Goering 
about this and that Goering said 
Hitler purpose:y was given false 
information. Goering told Taylor: 

“It is true that I was approached 
in this matter and that I consid- 
ered it proper to take all steps 
that could lead to peace. But after 
I told this to the Fuehrer, he 
strictly forbade me to take any 
steps. I knew better than to 
proceed.”

Some of these drones may be 
lost but it is hoped that most of 
them will land. The scientists 
will study not only the instru- 
ments aboard the drones but the 
drones themselves, For their con- 
ditions will reveal much to the 
trained military eye,

N the preceding article of this series about national fighting power 
—the “blue chips” of the international poker table—I pointed out 
the immense importance of seapower as an offensive weapon, 


offensive operations over 71.5 per 


cent of the surface of the globe (the area covered by water) plus all 
the islands, and to deny this capability to any land-bound opponent. 


This is a tremendous military 
advantage, greatly enhancing the 


range and flexibility of military 
operations with all types of mod- 
ern weapons. It is an advantage 
which is possessed today by the 
United States—exclusively pos- 
sessed, it may be added, by the 
United States and the British 
Commonwealth acting jointly. For 
no other nation has any sea power 
at all worth mentioning. 

It may, however, be worthwhile 
to look at the question af sea 
power, present and future, from 
the Russian point of view. We 
hear many reports nowadays of 
Russian intention to create a 
powerful Red fleet. We hear also 
of Russian aspirations—inherited 
through generations—for the pos- 
session of a warm-water port. 
These ideas will bear analysis. 


Red Maritime Frontiers. 


The Soviet Union does not at 
present have unrestricted access 
to the oceans. There are four 
Russian maritime frontiers: on 
the Baltic, on the Black sea, on 
the Arctic ocean and on the Pa- 
cific, But none of them are wide- 
open gateways, 

The Baltic is an enclosed sea, 
in whith there is now—with the 
demise of the German Navw—only 
the small Swedish Navy to contest 
full control with the Soviet fleet. 
But the exits from the Baltic to 
the Atlantic ocean are not in Rus- 
sian hands. The narrow water- 
ways between Denmark and the 
Scandinavian peninsula are geo- 
graphically controlled by three 
small powers—Sweden, Denmark 
and Norway—but actually by the 
British Home Fleet. The Kiel 
canal, through the peninsula of 
Schleswig-Holstein, is in the hands 
of the British Army of occupation 
in Germany. 

The Black sea is likewise an en- 


closed sea, with its exit to the 


Mediterranean sea (through the: 
Bosporus and the Dardanelles): 
controlled by Turkey. 


Hampered in Arctic. 


The Arctic ocean is an area in 
which navigation and air opera- 
tions are much hampered by 
weather conditions and climate. 
Moreover, free passage from the 
Arctic to the Atlantic against re- 
sistance based on the British Isles, 
Iceland and Greenland is not 
easy, as the Germans discovered 
in the last war. And the Russian 
bases on the Arctic are far away 
from their main industrial cen~ 
ters; hence it is no simple mat- 
ter for them to build up and to 
maintain considerable naval arma- 
ments in Arctic waters, because 
of the fact that every ton of ma- 
terial used has to be brought such: 
long distances by rail or by canal.* 

The Russiang in the Pacifie 
have slightly greater maritime 
freedom of action. ‘Their main 
base, Vladivostok, can be kept 
open in winter only by !ce-break- 
ers, and suffers even more than 
Archangel or Murmansk by rea- 
son of its distance from the in- 
dustrial centers which must be 
the main support of naval arma- 
ments. It is in the enclosed Sea of 
Japan, of which the exits are all 
in American hands as long as we 
continue to occupy the Japaness 
islands. 

On the Sea of Okhotsk, the Rus- 
sians have a considerable ocean 
frontage, and acquisition of the 
Kurile islands has given them 
control of the exits from the Sea 
of Okhotsk to the Pacific. But 
the problem of land communica- 
tions for the building up of a 
great naval force in this area is 
a serious one, and the weather 
and ice conditions are severely 
hampering. 

On the Bering sea, the problem 
of land communications becomes

For a Sound Fire Code 


Violation of fire safety rules at 156 of 202 
St. Louis hotels inspected thus far is a record 
77 per cent dangerous. The disclosure raises 
two questions: Why were the hotels allowed to 
ignore the law, and what can be done about it? 

The hotels were permitted to break the fire 
ordinances because of lax city inspection. This 
is the direct responsibility of Fire Marshal Wal- 
ter H. Kammann, An ordinance requires his 
office to make hotel inspections when necessary. 
Yet he was forced to admit that there had been 
no inspection of at least four large downtown 
hotels since, February, 1945. 

Mr. Kammann’s explanation was a rigmarole 
about handling of inspection reports through 
the Building Commissioner’s office. That was 
buck-passing. Probably Mr. Kammann’s office 
does need a larger staff of inspectors, yet when 
this newspaper began its investigation and the 
public became concerned, the city managed to 
inspect 167 hotels in just one week. What should 
have been done in previous months was done in 
seven days. | 

The record here amounts to an invitation to 
disaster. But hotel keepers must not be allowed 
to escape responsibility, either. Now, Mr. Kam- 
mann and his superior, Director of Public Safety 
Charles J. Riley, have partly compensated for 
the laxity of their departments by proposing 
excellent new fire regulations. These regula- 
tions would: 

1. Require owners of hotels which are not 
fire resistant to inclose basements and basement 
openings with metal lath and plaster, or to 
install sprinkler systems as an alternative. Many 
deadly hotel fires, including the recent La Salle 
Hotel tragedy in Chicago, have begun in base- 
ment storage spaces and have shot upward 
through open elevator or ventilation shafts. 

2. Require owners of all places where rooms 
are rented on or above the fourth floor to em- 
ploy licensed fire fighters, trained by the city. 
The licensees might be the hotel operators, or 
anyone on their staff. This requirement would 
prevent hotel-keepers from pleading ignorance of 
the law to escape punishment for violations, 

3. Require adoption of minimum safety stand- 
ards by all hotels, and the grading of hotels 
according to the degree of safety, The hotels 
would have te display prominently a certificate 
showing guests the margin of safety from fires. 

These ordinances are being prepared for the 
Board of Aldermen, and they must be passed. 
However, asking for new ordinances for every 
failure of local government seems to have be- 
come a habit in St. Louis. The night club safety 
rules were adopted only after the Coconut Grove 
calamity in Boston; the new proposals are a 
direct result of the La Salle fire. 

New ordinances are necessary, but unless they 
are to become as feeble as the present fire code, 
they must have stringent enforcement. St. Louis 
officials must not wait until after disaster flouts 
the law to go on the alert. 
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A Practice of Legal Trickery 


A first-hand report of legalized trickery came 
from the Judicial Conference of Missouri which 
met in St. Louis. Several of the 100 trial and 
appellate Judges in attendance told how the 
continuance privilege granted lawyer-legislators 
was misused to delay trial, favor a defendant, 
hinder the rights of a litigant and otherwise in- 
terfere with justice. 

Yet the Judges are helpless to correct this 
evil. The law requires them to continue a case, 
upon demand of an attorney who is a member 
of the Legislature. Sometimes that is neces- 
sary protection for the attorney's legislative du- 
ties, but the law has been abused scandalously. 
Lawyer-legislators are hired right and left just 
for the purpose of putting off trial. 

What should be done, as two St. Louis Circuit 
Court Judges suggested, is to give Judges dis- 
cretion in granting continuances. The Judge 
should determine whether the presence of a 
lawyer-legislator is necessary. As matters stand, 
a legislator seeking to postpone a case doesn't 
have to appear in court. All he has to.do is to 
enter his name as counsel, file for a continuance 
and collect his fee. | 

The Supreme Court ought to use its author- 
ity, under the new Constitution, to alter court 
procedure so Judges would have discretion to 
withhold continuances. But even then, the Leg- 
islature could annul the act. So the final re- 
sponsibility for this racket of profitable pro- 
crastination rests with the legislators, who pro- 
vided for it. Fortunately, only a minority of 
them profit by it, The majority. have no rea- 
son to uphold deceit and delay in Missouri jus- 
tice. The mandatory continuance law should be 
repealed.

What Mr. Anderson Forgets 


Secretary Anderson has again given his peri- 
odical assurance that food rationing need not 
return. He doubts that “Congress will wish to 
set it up again at this point.” Anyhow, says he, 
starvation overseas can be prevented because 
the Government is developing “a simpler form 
of rationing nearer the source—rationing of 
wheat and other short supplies to processors and 
distributors.” All of which makes one wonder 
why Mr. Anderson, to give him a mild word, is 
so obtuse. 

Consumer rationing, as Mr. Anderson could 
learn from any messenger in his office, is not to 
provide more food for relief. It is designed to 
distribute remaining supplies fairly among 
Americans after relief quotas have been set 
aside, It is a way to let the poor get their share 
of food instead of diverting it to those who can 
pay. premiums to food bootleggers. Also, 
whether Congress likes rationing or not (a re- 
cent Gallup poll found that most of the people 
do want it), Congress will not order it so long 
as Secretary Anderson says it is not needed. 

Another fact known to everyone but the Sec- 
retary is that talking about food feeds no one. 
Under great pressure from Acting Secretary of 
State Acheson, Mr. Anderson finally began com- 
mandeering wheat from handlers and processors. 
Also, and in this matter very .cheerfully, Mr. 
Anderson offered fancy premiums to farmers. 
But they have held for higher prices, and today, 
as the huge new harvest begins to flow, they 
make extraordinary plans to warehouse wheat, 
in the expectation that Mr. Anderson will offer 
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still bigger premiums, Note, however, that Mr. 
Anderson is commandeering no wheat from 
farmers, For, after all, Mr. Anderson has to 
tutor under the big farm organizations (the 
Farmers’ Union notably excepted) for everything 
he knows. 

The biggest question is why President Tru- 
man retains such a Secretary of Agriculture. 
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The Return of De Gaulle 


Gen, De Gaulle has re-emerged in the politi- 
cal life of France, not only as a symbol of 
leadership that the Republic sorely needs, but 
also as advocate of a constitutional program to 
give her that leadership, 

In his speech at Bayeux, the General again 
called for a new constitution with checks and 
balances after the American model. And he 
spoke with :more authority than before, for 
a month ago his people rejected the constitu- 
tion offered by his political opponents, the 
Socialists and Communists, 

De Gaulle seeks a strong presidency, because 
the Government that fell to Hitler was one rid- 
den by the irresponsibilities of parties, which 
dumped one cabinet after another with their 
sudden shifts, and did not even permit their 
short-lived executives to formulate an effective 
defense policy, The Socialist-Communist con- 
stitution might have recreated the confusions of 
the Third Republic by making the Assembly all- 
powerful, That would have been equivalent to 
leaving the direction of France to three-party 
compromise. 

Yet in recommending a two-house legislature, 
Gen. De Gaulle needs to alter American consti- 
tutional tailoring to fit Marianne, This proposal 
recalls the dead France, where a Senate elected 
by a collection of departmental officials was a 
barrier against the people. Certainly the idea 
of two legislative houses will create suspicion on 
the left, for fear that an upper house would 
check the socialization program. 

Gen. De Gaulle must admit that the left 
has elected a majority in France. He must 
recognize that the people have called for eco- 
nomic revolution. But if, on his return to 
political life, he can bend his rugged spirit to 
necessary compromise, then he may give the 
Fourth Republic the leadership which once was 
expected of him, 
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Secretary of Agriculture Anderson, who has 
gummed up the food situation very nicely, thank 
you, has at least. given the public plenty of one 
kind. We refer, of course, to food for thought.

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Rechianpe the Senator Errs 

In asking his four opponents to join with him 
in trying to prevent Negroes from voting in the 
Democratic primary, Senator Bilbo has, we hope 
and believe, underestimated the enlightenment 
of the people of Mississippi. Whether the éther 
candidates acquiesce or not, Bilbo is relying 
upon an extreme of backwardness among the 
voters which by some evidences no longer exists. 

Undoubtedly most Mississippians do not want 
Negroes to vote; but many of them recognize 
that the law is the law and that they had better 
prepare themselves for its observance. The Su- 
preme Court’s ruling that Negroes must be ad- 
mitted to the primary ballot, and the Justice 
Department’s announcement that it will prose- 
cute violators, have made a persuasive impres- 
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sion that justice is on the move in behalf of — 
. the Negro citizen and will be served. 


Bilbo has made a political career out of gaug- 
ing the voters’ prejudices accurately. But unless 
all the signs fail, the Senator, in holding out to 
the bitter end to deprive the Negro of the in- 
alienable right of citizenship, is alienating him- 
self from a large body of informed opinion in 
his state, which sees the event approach and 
believes the wiser part is to get ready for it, 
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Making peace with your enemies, it turns out, 
is easy enough. Where the trouble comes is in 
making peace with your allies. 
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Bookkeeping of Relief 


It is at least something that the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee in Jefferson City has 
raised the House’s direct relief appropriation 
from $3,000,000 up to $5,000,000. But it is not 
enough. With higher cost of living ahead in 
any event (very much higher if the present OPA 
amendments stand), every last cent of the re- 
quested $6,975,000 will be needed, and maybe 
more. Nor is there the least assurance that 
the whole Senate will approve even $5,000,000, 
let alone the House concur, 

As usual, Missouri is planning further slow 
starvation for its helpless miserables. It is an 
inhumane policy. 

The policy is equally improvident. The com- 
munity must bear the cost of misery on relief— 
the expense of controlling the diseases spawned 
of malnutrition and sordid housing, of appre- 
hending those who resort to prostitution and 
criminality in preference to starvation, of hos- 
pitalizing them when weakness lays low their 
bodies and minds. 

Perhaps the Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee is beginning to see that it is poor economy 
to stint on relief payments, causing larger state 
burdens to cope with the consequences of human 
misery. It is a thing that should be clear to the 
whole Legislature. 
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The choice seems to narrow down to whether 
the world shall be at peace or in pieces.

Manuel Roxas y Acuna is one of the 
most capable economists in the Philip- 
pine Islands. He is also a soldier. He 
will have need for both those talents when 
he becomes the first President of the 
Philippine Republic on July 4. 


As a soldier he will direct the islands’ 
military police in “restoring domestic tran- 
quility” and disarming such dissident or- 
ganizations as the Hukbalahap guerrilla 
bands. He will have to call upon his train- 
ing as an economist to solve the economic 
problems which have fed the discontent 
of those organizations.

times and only once, 
in the election just

Roxas is 54. He entered politics in 1919 
as Governor of Capiz, his native province. 
In 1922 he became Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, being chosen for that 
position by Osmena. When the Common- 
wealth Government was set up in 10935, he 
was a member of the National Assembly. 
His ability as an economist brought him 
the job of Secretary of Finance in 1938. 


Opposition of Guerrillas 


His military career advanced with his 
political life. He rose through the officer 
ranks. At one time he was aide-de-camp 
to Gen. MacArthur when the latter com- 
manded the Philippine Army. When the 
war came to the Philippines, MacArthur 
made him a Brigadier General and he 
fought through the campaign on Bataan 
and the resistance on Mindinao. 


Roxas remained in the is!ands and was 
captured on Mindinao. His activities from 
that time until the return of the legal Gov- 
ernment have led to charges that he col- 
laborated with the Japanese. He has been 
cleared of them officially, however. 


Roxas took the “liberal” label. His oppo- 
nents maintained, however, that his back- 
ers were those who had dominated the 
Quezon machine: the sugar interests and 
the small group of great landed proprietors 
that has perpetuated a system of tenant- 
farmer peonage from the days of Spanish 
rule in the. islands. 


Most vocal, and most dangerous of these 
opponents was the Hukbalahap organiza- 
tiédn. These wartime guerrillas organized in 
the central provinces of Luzon in 1942 as 
the Hukbo Bayansa Lahapsa Hapon, or 
Army of the People for Fighting Japan. 


Their objective was the hit-and-run jab 
at the Japanese which their limited supply 
of weapons permitted. But they had an- 
other rallying point. They set liberation of 
their people from the Japanese beside lib- 
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eration of the tenant farmers from the 
absentee landlords who had held them in 
peonage. 


The movement drew together a number 
of liberal and radical groups and individ- 
uals, among them labor leaders, liberal 
educators, Communists, Socialists and peas- 
ant organizations. 


The agrarian unrest in the rice-produc- 
ing provinces was brought to a focus in 
the Hukbalahap, There had been trouble 
with the sharecroppers before the war. 
Many of those who tilled the rice paddies 
had been able to keep only half of their 
produce as the return for their labors. 
Many of them were constantly in debt to 
landlords or to Chinese money lenders. 


Promise of Land Reform 


They fought the Japanese with rifles and 
with subterfuge, They held the food supply 
relatively normal by maintaining control 
over the price of the rice against the Japs 
wishes. They came to know Roxas at that 
time, for he headed the rival Japanese- 
sponsored rice control organization. 


And then, with the Mberation, the farm- 
ers saw the land they had defended against 
the Japanese being restored to landlords 
who, if they had not actively collaborated 
with the enemy, at least had done nothing 
to hinder him. 


Thus the Hukbalahap gained strength as 
a political power in the provinces of Pam- 
panga, Batangas, Bulacan, Tarlac and Nue- 
va Ecija. But it retained something of its 
military ‘strength, Huks refused to turn 
in their arms—many of them weapons 
taken from the Japanese in guerrilla am- 
buscades—and patrols that went into Huk 
country to enforce disarmament got into 
trouble, 

Roxas proposed, in his campaign, that 
the lands of the Catholic church and Cath- 
olic orders could be expropriated along with 
estates of other large landholders, te re- 
turn the owners would be paid a reason- 
able price. The land then would be dis- 
tributed to the tenants on terms they could 
handle: long-term notes drawing low in- 
terest, 

In its loose-jointed frame, the Hukbala- 
hap had included some bands which were 
out-and-out bandits. They gave the organ- 
ization a bad name and its opponents a 
peg to hang their criticism on. 


Pitched Battles With Huks 


Roxas said during his campaign that his 
first action if elected would be to “restore 
domestic tranquillity.” The Hukbalahap ac- 
cepted this as a promise to eliminate them 
as an armed force, if not a political force. 


Philippine military police rode into the 
Hukbalahap provinces of Luzon in armored 
cars, trucks and jeeps, Already there have 
been pitched battles and men have been 
killed on both sides. The military police 
commander of Nueva Ecija has said that 
“plenty of trouble can be expected.” 

By the time Roxas becomes President, 
Roxas the soldier may have a full scale 
military campaign on his hands. It will re- 
main for Roxas the economist to provide 
reforms for the conditions which made the 
fighting inevitable,

Is Chiang ‘Indispensable’? 


“The Chinese Mind,” by Gang-hsing Wang. (Asia 

Press-The John Day Co., New York.) 

This book, written by the Chinese consul 
in New Orleans, is most provoking in its 
comparison between the Jate Sun Yat-den’s 
dreams for China and Chiang Kai-shek’s at- 
tempts at carrying them out. 

In the section on Sun Yat-sen, Mr. Wang 
adulates: “Inside China, we are united to a 
man that there must be no more civil wars, 
that there must be democracy, that there 
must be economic development for the well- 
being of the masses, and that Generalissime 
Chiang Kai-shek, who hag so successfully 
led us in war, must lead us in peace.” 

The indispensability of Chiang, as phrased 
by Mr. Wang, should be news to the mil- 
lions of people who remember that Chiang 
turned the guns of hired Shanghal gang- 
sters on the workers’ armies that won Sun 
Yat-sen'’s beloved revolution for him in 
1927.

Despite the indispensable Mr. Chiang, 
there are civil wars in now; 
there is little or feeble democracy in all of 
Nationalist China; and there has been prac- 
tically no economic development for “the 
well-being of the masses,” who—American 
observers tell—are getting sick and tired 
of this wagon-load of promises every year 
from the Chiang bailiwick. China wants 
life, and Chungking appears capable only 
of writing about it, and making speeches. 

Why, now, does Mr, Wang insist that 
Generalissimo Chiang “must lead China” 
in peace? The war with Japan is over, 
China is technically a victor, ravaged as 
her lands and industrfal plant are. She 
has no potential enemy of consequence by 
her Government's own admission. 

Can the war any longer be used as an 
excuse for Kuomintang autocracy? Or will 
the difficulties of “reconstruction” (and if 
it’s Chungking’s model, that will be a weak 
job, judging from experience) now be used 
as excuses for denying civil rights, elec- 
tions and the writing of a constitution? 

* - * 

Why must the Generalissimo be the lead- 
er of the new China? Neither his record 
nor his theories about the future justify 
his consideration at all. The Chinese peo- 
ple never have had a chance to express 
themselves on his leadership, 

Nor is his alleged great popularity with 
the Chinese masses much more than a 
Kuomintang-sponsored, American-nurtured 
myth. We can only concede that we know 
little about other “strong men” in the 
Chungking leadership, but that’s because 
Chiang has been so efficient at eliminat- 
ing competition. 

When are we going to stop taking straight 
Kuomintang propaganda and consular 
news releases such as this book as author- 
itative material and begin recognizing 
what the Chinese record plainly says:

The State Makes War. 


The nature of the state is al- 
ways other than the nature of the 
people, merely by reason of being 
the state. Russians loathe bu- 
reaucracy, as the study of Russian 
literature reveals, But they live 
in a bureaucratic collectivism that 
governs their lives completely, by 
reason of having accepted a state- 
controlled economy. Their tem- 
perament and likes or dislikes 
cannot affect the actions of the 
state for they have delegated to it 
all power. 

Americans are also anti-bureau- 
cratic, but we are going in the 
same direction chiefly because or- 
ganized labor and organized capi- 
tal are proving unable to develop 
a peaceable partnership within 
mutually accepted standards of 
work and pay in relation to profits 
and production. Such a tension 
must increase state bureaucratic 
power at the expense of both Ja- 
bor and capital. 


The Issue of Sovereignty. 


‘The Russian people are not 
military-minded, but the Rus- 
sian state is, and the state, not 
the people, commands 
power. 

War is the result of the divided 
possession of war-making powers 
in the hands of sovereign states, 
subject to no law, a condition 
which makes the possibility of 
war implicit, and therefore’ pri- 
marily affects the nature of the 
state and its relations with other 
states. As long as that continues 
there will be wars. 

The elimination of one, two, or 
three such sovereignties, while 
three, four, five or only two re- 
main, does not diminish the dan- 
ger of war, no matter what the 
nature of the sovereign state, as 
those states may be.

prohibitive as far as large-scale 
naval development is concerned. 
As for the new Russian base at 
Port Arthur, on the Yellow Sea, 
it can be reached by land only 
through many hundreds of miles 
of Chinese territory, and by water 
(from Vladivostok) only through 
the Straits of Tsushima, both 
sides of which are presently in 
American hands. 

From the Russian military 
viewpoint, these four maritime 
frontiers are naval outposts, de- 
fensive positions as respects the 
approaches to the Russian land 
mass. They are hardly positions 
from which any great naval of- 
fensive power can be developed. 
They are too hampered by geo- 
graphic and climatic conditions, 
or too difficult of access from the 
land side, to make such an effort 
worth its cost. The Russians like 
every other nation have only s0 
much in the way of military re- 
sources, 


They must allot these resources 
to the best advantage, and it is 
foolish to try to match a possible 
rival at his own game when it 
costs four or five times as much 
for the same result in effective 
end-product, 

Moreover, the Russians may 
well consider that they are al- 
most invulnerable to blockade be- 
cause. of their vast continental 
resources, except under conditions 
such as the last war where a lack 
of industrial production had to be 
compensated partly by aid from 
outside in the way of manufac- 
tured munitions. This is not 
likely to be the case again, 


Seapower for Defense, 


And the Soviet Union has little 
in the way of oceanic shipping 
that requires the protection of a 
high-seas navy. Hence to the 
Russians, seapower is valuable 
only for the defense of its local 
and unconnected sea frontiers,

And if I try to look at my notes on the cards in my hand, 
they shake so much I can’t read them. Then the more my 
hands shake, the more self conscious I get. I tried to give 
'@ speech tn our debating club but it was torture. I don’t 
know how 1 managed to go through with it, but I did. 

“Dr. Crane, how can I avoid growing nervous when I try 
to stalk to a crowd? And how can I keep my hands from 
shaking so much? My sister wants to know, too, for she sings 
in church and the music trembles in her hand while she is 
holding it. '

A REASONABLE DEGREE of nervousness is a good sign 
for it shows that the speaker is keyed up mentally. His 
thoughts wil] thus percolate faster and his words flow more 

easily. A sluggish brain cannot function most efficiently. Even 
_ the track athlete keeps prancing up and down before his race 
‘is called, for he is so keyed up that he simply cannot keep still. 


" “ Unfortunately for the speaker or singer, they cannot prance 
up and down, thereby eliminating their excess nervous energy 
in formal muscular action as fast as it is generated. So their 
hands and their knees shake in order to drain off the surplus 
and thus avoid an emotional explosion, After they have been 
speaking or singing for a few minutes they grow more calm, 
--for such action consumes the surplus.

THERE ARE several methods by which to become calm 
and poised while standing before an audience, One is to forget 
yourself by the absorbing interest which you have in your topic. 
A second consists of draining off nervous energy without evi- 
_ Gent shaking or trembling. This can be done by holding the 
” sheet of music or the paper containing your speech outline, in 
~‘BOTH hands and then pulling steadily. If you try to hold a 
““‘paper in one hand, it rattles and shows your high nervous ten- 
sion. But if you take it firmly in both hands, you can pull 
gently in opposite directions. This opposing traction neutralizes 
your tremor instantly and the paper remains almost motionless. 


_ Meanwhile, because you are exerting effort in maintain- 
ing a continuous pull, the nervous energy generated by the. 
central nervous system expends itself through the muscles that 
are kept tense. You feel less conspicuous, therefore, and your 
audience likewise isn’t so likely to know you are excited and 
pulling hard to regain composure.

AS A further means of helping yourself become calm, re- 
member that all speakers are nervous at the beginning. Even 
the professional orator seldom starts off with long sentences 
for he is breathing too fast to utter them without a break. 
At the outset, therefore, the skilled plaform artist finds his 
breathing rate jump from 16 per minute to possibly 30 or 
even 40. 

Since he thus does not hold nis breath long enough for 
smooth sentences, he usually begins like this: “Ladies and 
gentiemen—it is a great pleasute—for me to be here—tonight.” 
After he grows more calm and breathes less often, he will talk 
more smoothly and use longer sentences. 


Teach a Sunday school class every week and take advan- 
tage of all public speaking opportunities, for the more often 
you perform, the more assured you will be.

HE simplest way to cook po- 
tatoes is one of the most pal- 
atable—just plain boiling. Only 
enough salted water should be 
added to barely cover potatoes. 
Cooking should always be done 
with the kettle covered. As soon 
as the potatoes are tender—about 
20 minutes for medium size—the 
water should be practically ab- 
sorbed. Any remaining should be 
quickly evaporated by turning 
heat up and watching carefully. 
Season immediately with butter, 
margarine, bacon or ham drip- 
pings, sour cream or sweet cream, 
and if desired, finely chopped par- 
sley or caraway seeds. Replace 
the lid and give the pan a few 
vigorous shakes to make the po- 
tatoes mealy and absorbent of the 
flavors.

Six medium potatoes (boiling 
variety),. water to cover potatoes, 
two teaspoons salt, dash pepper, 
three tablespoons cream cheese, 
one’ teaspoon caraway seed. 
Wash and peel potatoes. Cook 
until tender in the boiling salted 
water. Remove from heat, drain. 
Remove cover and shake gently 
over heat until potatoes are flaky. 
Add cream cheese and caraway 
seed and continue to shake gently 
over heat until each potato is 
coated. Serve piping hot. Four 
servings.

Amen Corner” 

HERE are many “Amen” cor- 
ners. The original popular al- 
lusion is said to be to the cor- 

ner terminating Patefnoster Row 

—a place in Jondon on the route 

taken by the monks of olden 

times on their Corpus Christi Day 
procession, to St. Paul’s Church. 

At this corner they were sai¢ to 

reach “Amen” in their recital of 

the Lord's Prayer. The site is now 
occupied by .he Oxford Press, 
which capitalized on the tradi- 
tional phrase “Amen Corner” by 
using it in its advertising in the 

Saturday Review of Literature. 

Perhaps it was that which in- 

spired the inquiry about it from 

one of our readers. 

“Amen Corner” also {is applied 
to front seats of a church, regu- 
larly occupied by especially devout 
churchmen, It has been used, too, 
for a conclave in which political 
“deals” are made — particularly 
about a room in a lower Fifth 
Avenue hotel in New York City, 
where politicians use < to for- 
‘gather and select candidates for 
office. It has had other applica- 
tions, its general sense being a 
place where purposes are fixed, or 
plans formed and approved. 

The usage of “Amen Corner” de- 
rives from the meaning of 
“ainen,” a word of Hebrew origin. 
“Amen” appears first in the early 
books of the Bible, as in Deuter- 
onomy XXVII_ 15’ “AT: th people 
shall answer and say, Amen.” Hav- 
ing the sense of “firmly, surely, 
certainly or truly,” it is found fre- 
quently at the end of a prayer or. 
creed, where it udds solemn af- 
firmance of an expression of faith. 
Hence, it may be noted in passing, 
we also have the popular meta- 
phor, “to say amen to”’—to con- 
vey the thought of e:aphatic a 
proval, sanction or agreement— 
“So be it!”"—or “Amen.”

AM constantly being asked by 
— how they can help to 
ake this world “one world,” 
iy I am constantly answering 
that, as far. as I know, there is 
only one way that we, as indi- 
viduals, can help. That is by 
doing all we can in our communi- 
ties, first to create good feeling 
amongst all our neighbors, and 
secondly to work with all of them 
to make our communities strong, 
well-governed entities, since a 
state or a nation can only be as 
united and as strong as each in- 
dividual community can make it. 
Two organized activities which 
seem to help in this direction have 
come to my attention lately. 
One of them is the work of the 
United Urban League service fund. 
An appeal for this fund is made 
yearly on behalf of the National 
Urban League and the Urban 
League of Greater New York. The 
national league has 54 affiliate 
offices situated in strategic com- 
munities throughout the nation 
and, duri the last 35 years, it 
has worked to maintain the ma- 
chinery for removing race preju- 
dice as it affects the Negroes.

I THINK THE two most effec- 
tive organizations in this field, 
working in slightly different ways, 
are the Urban League and the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. 
Both groups are doing a valuable 
service in a field which affects 
only one of our minorities. But 
every time we strike a blow for 
one minority, we strike it for 
them all, since there is one great 
thing which we must learn—that 
humanity ig all one. 

John Donne, the seventeenth 
century English poet, expressed it 
better than anyone I know when

THE SECOND practical thing 
which has come to my attention 
in this connection is the police- 
training bulletin from the Califor- 
nia Department of Justice. The 
general direction of the police 
courses to improve race relations 
has been under Robert Kenny, the 
state Attorney General. Psycho- 
logically, the interesting thing 
that was done was to remind the 
police that they also suffer from 
majority prejudice on the part of 
millions of people who think that 
“all cops have flat feet and steal 
bananas off pushcarts.” . 
California has several minority 
groups witb which her police 
have to deal wisely to avoid trou- 
ble. I suppose that is what has 
led to this practical effort at 
training and understanding. Here 
is one little quotation to show 
how well that is done: “Police of- 
ficers will see an analogy between 
the immigrant Negro (from the 
South) testing his new freedom 
and a new policeman vested with 
authority for the first time in his 
life.” 


Cooking Asparagus 

Wondering how to cook the 
asparagus stalks tender without 
overcooking the delicate tops? Use 
a double boiler to cook the aspara- 
gus. Tie washed, trimmed stalks 
together loosely in a bunch and 
stand them in boiling water in 
bottom part of double boiler. Cook 
stalks until they’re tender. Test 
by piercing them with fork, Then 
invert the top of the double boiler 
over the tips and let the steam 
cook the tips while the boiling 
water cooks the stalks. 


To, make a hot dressing for dan- 
delions heat two tablespoons of 
bacon drippings and to them add 
four tablespoons of cider vinegar. 
While still bubbling, pour this 
mixture over cooked dandelion 
greens. Serve in a warmed bowl 
with hard-cooked eggs and crisp 
bacon.

CHOOL is over for the term 
Gane the children are happy to 

be free of its disciplines and 
routines. They are glad for the 
day; after that they are not so 
sure, ahd before the close of va- 
cation they usually are eager for 
the opening day of school, They 
are happier when their days are 
filled with something that keeps 
them occupied an interested. 
Empty hours are a heavy burden

The first morning they all sleep 
late and their mothers smile and 
allow it to be so.

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Magicians Beat Path to His Door 


Percy Abbott of Michigan Heads World’ s | Largest bis. Equipment Plant

ERCY ABBOTT is a man who 
P has proved that if you build a 

better silk hat trap for a dis- 
appearing rabbit, a more realistic 
bunch of feather flowers, or a 
superior sgaw-the-lady-in-half cen- 
trivance, the world of magicians 
will beat a path to your door. The 
door to Abbott’s Magic Novelty 
Company happeng to be in a popu- 
lation center of only 750 people 
(Colon, Mich.), but the plant is 
nevertheless, the largest de- 
voted to the manufacture of magi- 
cal equipment in the world, with 
a mailing list of 20,000 customers, 
and a stock of almost every type 
of card, silk handkerchief, cabinet, 
and other magic device known to 
this branch of the entertainment 
world. 


Samples of his wares are on dis- 
play here at the International 
Brotherhood of Magicians’ con- 
vention, now meeting at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, where Abbott is renewing 
acquaintances and demonstrating 
the newest of the now-you-see-it- 
now-you-don't devices. 


“Yes, our house of magic is 
not only the largest in this coun- 
try but the largest in the world,” 
said Abbott, a slight, graying 
haired, beale-nosed man, when we 
cornered him, halfway between a 
collection of sponge chickens and 
a machine that drives spikes 
through your legs. 

“Moreover, the entire business 
is an accident. I'd been a ma- 
gician most of my life; I come 
from Australia and there’s hardly 
a spot in the world I haven't 
played, but my stamping ground 
was the Orient, where learned 
most of my tricks. On a visit 
here in 1923, I went up to the 
little town of Colon on a fishing 
trip on my way back to the 
Orient, I didn’t catch many fish 
but I stayed around and married 
a Colon girl. 

“We traveled around a while— 
she was a pianist and helped me 
in my act—but when we had our 
first baby on the way, we decided 
to settle down temporarily in 
Colon, I'd invented a trick at that 
time called Squash, a way of mak- 
ing a glass of liquid disappear, 
and I decided to market it. It 
was an overnight sensation among 
magicians, so I invented a few 
more tricks to merchandise, Be- 
fore long I was in so deep I

couldn’t have gotten out if I'd 
wanted to.” 

In the ensuing years, Abbott's 
Magic Novelty Co. has grown from 
a small loft room to a factory of 
five buildings, and a staff of 50, 
headed by Abbott and his general 
superintendent, Recil Bordner. 
The plant also puts out its own 
magic magazine, “Tops,” edited by 
Heward Melson, former St. Louis 
newspaper man, and an annual 
700-page catalogue describing the 
2000 tricks for sale. 

The demonstrator in Abbott's 
display room at the Jefferson illu- 
strated numerous tricks while we 
were there, among them Attaboy, 
a wooden lad who can detect the 
card you selected and carefully 
hid in the center of the deck; and 


The Triple Sponge (“nothing in 


the hand, nothing up the sleeve, 
just a little red ball”) which 


makes a trio of tri-colored rubber 
balls out of one. In the catalogue 
can be found practically every 
magic trick you've ever seen. 
There are floating cigarettes, 


‘moths .that fly out of a wallet, 


plates which may be bitten in two 
and put back together, mystic 
matches, umbrellas that turn into 
bouquets, ribbons which may be 
cut innumerable .times and mi- 
raculously made whole, disappear- 
ing Pearls of Persia, a gun which 
explodes a deck of cards, a trick 
which produces a tray of beer 
(neatest trick of the week in these 
parts), a comedy zipper banana, 
a finger slicer, artificial ducks, 
chickens, monkeys and skunks. 
In the latter line is the Ab- 
bott Rabbit, a furry, wiggly bun- 
ny, #0 realistic that a story is told 
about a hatcheck girl in a night- 


club who tried to pet the rabbit

burst into tears because she 
thought it was dead, 

Tricks range in price from 50 
ways to produce silk handker- 
chiefs for 50 cents to suspension 
and sawing devices that cost hun- 
dreds of dollars. Some of the 
more popular like the Squash 
trick have sold 100,000 copies. 
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Abbott avolds selling possibly 
dangerous tricks to children or 
trick decks of cards to shifty- 
eyed characters. Most of the 


tricks he has popularized are 
those more or less in the “pub- 
lic domain” of magic repertoires, 
and he respects the exclusive 
rights of anyone with a novel idea 
who wishes it kept secret, though 
his Yo for working up an “orig- 
inal” cevreapontinal higher 
than nis price for tricks which 
may be reproduced, 

“We, manufacture for the’ fra- 
terity at large,” Abbott says, “and 
magic has become go popular in 
the last five years that we can’t 
make enough merchandise to go 
around. The amateur field is ever 
increasing with doctors, lawyers, 
butchers, clerks taking up magic. 
There’s a kind of brotherhood 
among them regardless of walk 
of life, and many a millionaire will 
sit up half the night with a clerk 
exchanging tricks, and trying to 
mystify each other.” 

The high spot of the year at 
Colon ig the Magic Get-Together, 
being held Sept. 3-7 this year, when 
the town becomes a mecca for 
magicians, and residents are treat- 
ed to the now-commonplace specta- 
cle of men on street corners saw- 
ing off each other’s arms and 
legs, patrons in bars pouring 
glasses of brew in their pockets, 
and making bottles disappear in 
other than the usual fashion, cus- 
tomers in grocery stores burning 
$100 bills and making them reap- 
pear in lemons. 


“We commandeer the _ entire 
town for sleeping accommoda- 
tions,” Abbott says, “open up our 
own restaurant, and erect a tent 
which seats 1200 people where we 
put on a show displaying all the 
newest tricks. And if you don't 
have your reservations a month 
in advance you may as wel] not 
come.” 


The town of Colon is supported 
almost entirely by magic now with 
most of the townspeople either 
working in the plant or active 
amateur magicians themselves. As 
for Abbott, the former world trav- 
eler, he is completely contented 
with his small;town existence. 

“Since the first child who was 
responsible for starting our com- 
pany, we’ve had three others,” he 
explained. “Two boys and two 
girls. You know, travéling con- 
stantly as I did, I never knew 
what I was missing by not having 
a home and family. Now that I’m 
settled down, I know that all the 
excitement and all the’ limelight 
in the world doesn’t count in com- 
parison, My happy home life is 
the best kind of magic that ever 
happened to me.”

Even after North’s free raise, 
South had to be highly optimistic 
to go on with his weak distribu- 
tion. Even though South did re- 
bid, however, North, after carry- 
ing him to four hearts, should not 
have dreamed of redoubling, 

West opened the spade king. 
The ace won and East played 
properly by starting a high-low 
with the nine. Declarer would 
have been wise to take a couple 
of rounds of trumps, but for rea- 
sons known only to himself, he 
cashed his two diamonds and led 
a low club toward dummy, West, 
on the sound analysis that South 
would not have led away from 
the club king if he had held it, 
put up the ace and with «a far- 
seeing plan of defense, cashed the 
spade queen and then led his club 
three. As he had every right to 
expect, considering South’s club 
lead, East won with the king and, 
now that his remaining spade 
had been deliberately taken out 
by West, was forced to the right 
line of defense, namely, a club 
return. West ruffed with the 
heart eight and now carefully 
played the spade ten. He was 
sure that East was out of spades 
and he wanted to make it unmis- 
takably clear, by making East 
think that the spade jack lay with 
South, that East should ruff and 
return another club, East ruffed 
with the heart deuce and led back 
his last club, and now, no matter 
how declarer played, West was 
sure to make his blank heart 
king. 

Thus, through excellent de 
fense, and with the unwitting help 
of the declarer, the defenders col- 
lected the maximum penalty, 1600 
points!
